The boys 
wero arrested in Plymouth, Connecticut, ami 
lakun before C. R. Ingersoll, United States 
Commissioner, before whom the indentures 
wore duly proved to havo been executed ac 
cording to tho law* of this State. The Com- 
nissioner held that tho case came within (ho 
icopa of tho fugitivu law, and n certificate 
was therefore grunted to Air.

Kossuth has como, and "New Years" gone. 


The House of Representatives are about to re- 
sume tho consideration of the grave question, 
Shall the Nation, through its Representatives, 
exchange civilities with n distinguished for- 
eigner, the most eloquent and powerful Rep- 
resentative of tho Democratic Principle in 
Europe ? You will see by the House pro- 
ceedings, that our country has been disgraced 
by n factions minority, and is destined to have 
its reputation tarnished still more, by further 
insults to the noble Hungarian. Some of your 
readers will very naturally inquire, Why this 
outrage in withholding a common act of civil- 
ity to the nation's guest 1 1 will tell them. It 
is because the great mind of Kosjulh has spo- 
ken out HO fearlessly in belmlf of civil and re- 
ligions liberty, both in England and America. 
Many of the Southerners sec, if the Norihcrn 
donghfneesdo not, that in complimenting Kos- 
stitli, we censure the Austrian and Russian 
governments, and most severely rebuke that 
of the U. States for its interference against 
personal liberty at home. This U ?o palpable, 
that n Hlaveholding member of Congress re- 
marked, since this debate commenced in the 
Ilotwi, that to compliment Kosjuth, was tho 
same thing as to justify Free Soilers in con- 
demning tho fugitive slave law,—that, for his 
part, he could see no difference between aid- 
ing n fugitive to escape'from Austria, and 
helping one to escape from bondage hero.— 
Tliis was a bold admission, nnd the gentleman 
who made it is certainly entitled to credit for 
franklins* and candor. 'Allowing these con- 
clusions to bo correct, (and who can success- 
fully deny them,) how supremely ridiculous 
does it niiiku this Government appear, in try- 
ing to convict its own citizens of treason, for 
the very same acts of humanity, it has extend- 
ed towards a citizen of a foreign State. Again, 
see the awkward position of thu President, 
when invited to co-operate in the rcfiHunco 
to tyranny abroad, while interfering in favor 
of a worse than Hussion despotism at home 1 
No wonder nt his cold and insipid reply to the 
soul-stirring address of the Magyar. 


Nor need we be surprised at the imbecile 


remarks made in the House, on Mr. Curtlcr'ti 
resolution. Mr. Stephens, of Gn., thought its 
passage might infringe on the rules of the 
House, which is generally an unanswerable 
argument aguinst any measure unpopular 
with the South. The fact i", the multitudi- 
nous and complex rules now in use, ought to 
be burned—they fiicililale mischief, and great- 
ly retard legitimate h'giMatiou. 


Mr. Stanley, of North Carolina, said tO'day, 


that he would not vote to invite Kosstilli on 
the lloor of Congress, because it met with uni- 
versal favor with Free Soilers. What an ar- 
gument .' Who would think n mind like his 
could dwindle to so small a compass—refuse 
to compliment genius nnd patriotism, because 
forsooth it would gratify Free Soilers! 
Who 


would think, after Kossuth had suffered the 
hardships of war, cold, hunger and fatigue; 
linil ecen his companions shut down by his 
side, in defence of principles we so much 
love ; having come to this country too, its in- 
vited guest, and after expressing so warmly 
his own anil his country's gratitude, that fifty 
members of an American Congress could be 
found, who would shut tho door of the House 
of Representatives against him ? Yet such is 
the painful fact.

ic newspaper, in that city, was elected a mem- 
bur of the Assembly of* New York. When 
Mr. Peter Irving was about lo leave for Al- 
bany, it became necessary for him to obtain a 
suitable person to conduct the editorial de- 
partment of his pappr during his absence, nnd 
knowing! (hut his brother, Washington, could 
do it, if he would, though his extraordinary 
abilities, na a writer, were not then developed, 
lie applied to him for this purpose.
